More Than 2000 Fighters Battle Blaze With Dyna- 
mite; Fifteen Square Miles Swept, Several Homes 
Are Reported Burned; Wind Dies Down 


1 Fire increasing with tremendous inteselty, sweeping the entire Sycamore 


and Verdugo Canyon districts over a fifteen square-mile area, was considered 
under control late last night as the flames reached the huge fire breaks flung up 
to protect the cities of Glendale and Eagle Rock. More than 2000 fire fighters, 
recruited from adjacent territory, battled the fire with dynamite, dirt, shovels 


ed a conference to prepare for further advance of the flames. 

- Shortly after 11 p.m., last night the county forester issued a statement asserting that fur- 
ther danger of spreading flames is over. He declared that he would maintain a fire patrol 
during the night and expected that the fire would be completely at an end today. 

FOUR SERIOUSLY BURNED 


Four persons were reported to have been seriously burned 
by the flames and several fire fighters are believed to be trapped 
in th burning area, but despite repeated efforts to obtain ac- , 
curate information these reports could not be confirmed. Two ‘ 
Mexicans were badly burned, but following treatment at Glen- 
dale Hospital, they Were permitted to return to their homes. 


Another man was treated for slight burns, but he, too, was’ 
allowed to return home. A woman also was treated for 
burns at the same institution¢ — 


John Blackwell, 37 years of age, 
was severely burned about the 
hands and face, during a fire last 
night in a building under construc- 
tion near the Blackwell home at 
Criterion and Tracy streets. 
Blackwell declared that the fire was 
caused from sparks coming from 
a brush fire in the hills. He es- 
timated the loss at $15,000. “ 

During the spread of the flames 
the Glendale 
Academy was saved after the 
flames had jumped a twenty-foot 
fire break. More than 500 men 
aided in the work of throwing dirt 
on the burning brush, while scores 
vf others prepared to carry valu- 
able documents and equipment 
from the endangefed building.

Fire of undetermined origin de 
stroyed the Club Royale, Washing:

The loss is estimated at $171,000

eplosion of an ammonia tank in 
the kitchen, or by combustion gen 
erated in grease and fats stored 
near the stove.

Rare Collection of American Historic Records ond 
May Be Given to Sons of Revolution 


The gift, the ‘Walter Sylvester 
Hertzog collection of ‘early Ameri- 
can publications, documents and 
historiéal material, was overed the 
Los Angeles organization by the 
professor during his recent visit 
to this city, according to an an- 
‘nouncement by Pierson Worrall 
| Banning, president of the order. 

To the uninitiated the Hertzog 
collection may mean nothing. To 
students of early American history 
the Hertzog collection is a name to 
conjure with. Beyond any ques- 
tion it is the cream of historical 
private collections, containing, for 
instance, the Moravian Catechism. 
| Benjamin Franklin published this 
in 1742 and the Hertzog coliec- 
tion contains the only copy in ex- 
istance. 

It also has many copies of Poor

Franklin publications, including one

drawing up a code of international

TO OUTLAW. WAR 


Urquhart: called attention 
to an address delivered last spring 
before the fourth annual conven- 
tion of thé National League of 
Women Voters in Des Moines by 


the Supreme Bench of Ohio, en- 
titied “Outlawry of War.“ in 
which Judge Allen outlines the 
principles on which the women's 
peace movement is founded, 

“I suggest the abolition of war 
as a legal system,” Judge 
Allen, to be accomplished by 
three steps, each simple. These 
three combined constitute, in my 
opinion, the essential prerequisite, 
the three steps which must be 
taken, whatever other steps we 
take or machinery we adopt, if 
| War is to be eliminated. They are: 
„1. That war be outlawed 
and deciared a crime, under the 
law of nations, and that its use 
as a means of settlement of dis- 
putes be abolished. 

“(2.) That a conference of civil- 


tion and codification of interna- 


tional law on the basis of equity 


and right. 
“(3.) That a court be estab- 
lished with jurisdiction over all 


purely international d 
fined by the international code.“ 

Judge Allen suggests further 
that it is not necessary to abol- 
ish the causes of war before it be 
made illegal. We did not abolish 
jealousy, hatred, greed, nor the 
other human emotions which give 
rise to killings before we made 
murder a crime,” she says. There 
will always be some crime and 
some violence. How do we haa- 
die it? Do we say, ‘Let it run 
riot—it has always been and al- 
ways will be?’ Do we abolisin the 
‘law against killing and shooting 
| because some men are criminal at 
heart? No, we erect a standard 
| of not shooting and not killing, and 
we enact that standard into law, 
‘and we punish those who do not 
|}@onform. Society does not in pri- 
| vate law condone crime; it penal- 
ies it and makes it disreputable.” 

As to what form the law against 
war should take, Judge Allen is 
ot the opinion that it should de- 
elare it a crime against civiliza- 
tion and outlaw it as such, and 
it should be enacted by a confer- 
ence of the nations of the civil- 
ized world as a universal treaty. 
“America, the first great nation to 
live in friendship with her neigh- 
bors, should call a conference to 
outlaw war, through treaty fol- 
lowed by a code convebtion to co- 
dy international law along lines 
of international justice,” declares 
the judge.

To be practi- 
cal, in order to work, any inter- 
national organization must be 
based upon agreement only, that 
is, treaty; being based on agree- 
ment, the organization will be dis- 
rupted if force is used.“ 

In answer to the question 
whether a court of this kind could 
enforce its decrees solely on the 
basis of an international agree- 
ment, Judge Allen states that laws 
are not enforced through physic- 
al force alone but largely through 
public opinion. “That is because 
real laws, which have a moral 
basis, are the expression of the 
moral feeling of the community. 
We have in Cleveland about 12006 
Poljcemen. There are 800.000 peo- 
ple in that city, and if we wished 
to organize a head-hunt, the po- 
lice would be powerless. Most ot 
the citizens are kept in check by 
what? Not by courts; not by con- 
stables; not by prisons; but by 
their intent not to break the law. 
This intent not to break the law 
ig the moral feeling of the com- 
munity, and it results from many 
spiritual and educational forces, 
which are vitalized by belief in a 
declared law. The same force of 
public opinion can be built up 
among the nations, but it cannot 
be built up until the moral law 
that war is illegal is expressed in 
terms of law.” 

Further along this same line 
Judge Allen suggests that so far 
from its being visionary to claim 
that the World Court can enforce 
its decrees by international public 
opinion, it is upon that precise 
basis that most of the treaties 
made between nations in recent 
centuries have been bullt.

Secretary Hughes's speech at the con- 


vocation of Brown University deserves the of affairs. ‘3 


thoughtful consideration of all who feel the 
dangerous drift of our present civilization. 
It was an earnest, almost a prayerful, en- 
deavor to bring back to our American na- 
don that state of serenity, reflection, sobrie- 
ty of reason, calmness of judgment and con- 
centration on essentials that are the ground- 
work of its present greatness. 

This is the day of the fleeting vision, the 
snap impression, the delusive facility in ac- 
quiring information, of loose and easy think- 
ing. But ephemeral thinking can achieve 
no permanent results. 

As a public servant of long standing Sec- 
retary Hughes knows well how this grow- 
ing habit of superficial, single-track think- 
ing interferes with the serious business of 


the country. Offices are besieged by count- 


less numbers who want something, but 
know not what they want—or know it only 


in a vague way. Thus he said: ~ 


“IT think it is the experience of public of- 
ficials that it is not the proper work of the 
office that wears, but the unceasing require- 
ments of those who have little to do with 
the public business; who, by their constant 
importunities, use up the nervous energy 
which should be devoted to public service. 
A host of organizations spring up to give 
an artificial insistence to these demands.” 

But this is true not of government offices 
alone. Every business in the country suffers 
from these knights and ladies of the fleeting 
vision. The consequences are the more seri- 
ous because the trained and specialized 
worker has to fritter away valuable time 
trying to decipher their troubles and inter- 
pret their dreams. 

It is not for this reason, however, that 
Secretary Hughes makes his plea for pro- 
founder and more accurate study and for 
less skimming of the surface—for more med- 
itation and less buzzing around. He wishes 
to see the school and the university take a 
leading part in counteracting the present 
tendency to make education “a search for 
notoriety by sensational methods and by 
purveying hasty generalizations and imper- 
fectly considered ob@ervations.” ~ 

“To the extent that the university,” he 
says, “merely reproduces the rush, the hus- 
tle and the rapid give-and-take of life; to 


Ihe extent that it fails to yield serenity and

“If the government should own 
the railroads, there would be no 
taxes paid and every county and 
State would suffer from this cause 
and be compelled to make up the 
difference by heavier taxation upon 
the business people of the coun-

I have occasion to draw heavily 
upon one of the branch libraries 
of the city, I would like to call 
your attention te what strikes me 
as being in the nature of an injus- 
tice to the reader who has to 
acrape together what little time 
he can to read books. For my 
part about the only time I can 
get ta read is on my way to and 
from work on street care. You 

can imagine then how long it 
[takes me to go through the aver- 
age book. 
My complaint is this: Why is it 
that so many books may be in cir- 
culation only for a seven-day pe- 
riod, and sometimes only for three 
days? Surely this works an injus- 
tice on a great many readers who, 
like myself, can only read for less 
than an hour a day. A 400-page 
volume s not done justice to in 
seven hours-—or at an hour a day 
‘for seven days. t means I mus 
return the book before it is haif 
finished, when somebody else, of 
like habits, may have the chance 
to their half of it.

NOW AT CANNELL’S

of Zorns to be seen at one time, 
and this opportunity to become 
better acquainted with this great 
master etcher should not be al- 
iowed to pass. 

Zorn was born in Sweden in 
1860 and commenced to etch in 
London about the year 1882. It 
has been suggested that his man- 
ner was influence by the 
French painter-etcher, Albert Bes- 
nard, some fine examples of whose 
work, by the wav form part of 
the present collection. Whether 


part in the formation of Zorn’s 
vigorous and unmistakable style, 
those who are acquainted with the 
great Swede’s paintings will at 
once recognize the kinship it holds 
with his etched plates. A superb 
grasp of form, a keen vision of 
light, and the ability to see things 
in massa, form the Soak on which 
he built his etching style.

club would pay the premiums and, 
at the maturity of the policy, the 
holder would receive in cash dou- 
ble the amount originally put in 
and would own her pro rata of the 
club property purchased with the 
original cash sum. 

This plan has not been tried on 
this Coast, but several large men's 
clubs have financed buildings in 
Chicago by this method. It is pre- 
dicted that many organizations 
will adopt it in the near future.

SUDDEN RICHES 


Nine Thousand Dollars Pension 
for a Philippine Scout 


Ponciana Jagna, a soldier of the 
Philippine Scouts, who has been 


living in poverty in the Philippine 


Islands, will receive a check for 
$9000 from the government 
through the Pension Bureau with- 
in the next month. 

The sudden change in the finan- 
cial status of Jagna has come 
about through the discovery of 
the address of the veteran, which 
had been previously lost, the 
Pension Bureau being unable tw 
send him his pension. He is now 
living in Manila. 

Jagna enlisted in the Thirty- 
sixth Company Philippine Scouts, 
United States Army, October 1, 
1901, for service in the Philippine 
insurrection, and while discharg- 
ing his duty was struck by a rifle 


ball, which shattered his left thigh |. 


bone and made amputation at the 
hip joint necessary. He was hon- 
orably discharged and filed a 
claim in the office\of the Surgeon- 
General of the Army fer an ar- 
tificial limb. Being in financial 
stress he took advantage of the 
option given him and elected to 
accept commutation in money at 
the rate of $75 every three years 
in lieu of an artificia) limb. 

On December 16, 1909, he filed 
claim for pension on loss 
of leg, which claim was allowed 
at $55 a month from December 
16, 1909. Certificate was issued June 
3, 1910, and his name was duly 
enrolied as a pensioner of the 
United States. A voucher was 
mailed to him at Calbayog, Island 
of Samar, Philippine Islands, his 
last known postoffice address. He 
was told to execute and return 
this voucher to the bureau and 
that upon its receipt a check for 
amount due would be sent to him. 

This letter never reached Jagna 
and at the end of three years, in 
accordance with the law, his name 
was dropped from the pension 
roll for failure to claim. Years 
passed and the incident was re- 
garded as closed, but a letter re- 
cently addressed to the Surgeon- 
General, United States Army, by 
Jagna, asking for increase of com- 
mutation for artificial Iimb was 


referred to the Bureau of Pen- en 


sions and his whereabouts thus 
ascertained. From this letter it 
was evident that he had decided 
the only claim he had on the gov- 
ernment was for the commutation 
in leu of an artificial leg, and 
that he was trying to get an in- 
crease of this amount, claiming 
that he could not live on the 


money paid him, averaging about 


$2 a month. 

As a result of correspondence 
his claim for pension was revived 
and it was learned that he had 
been maintained from the date of 
his discharge by his old comrades 
in arms until the organization left 
his part of the country, when he 
was compeiled to beg to maintain 
himself. In the meantime the 
rate of pension for loss of leg at 
hip joint had on June 6, 192° 


been increased from $55 a mon™ 


to $72.

“UNDERGROUND RAILWAY” 

The term Underground Rallway, 
applied to any and all of the 
secret routes and methods by 
which fugitive slaves were enabled 
to make their way through Ohio 
to safety in Canada previous to the 


Civil War, is obvious enough as to 


its meaning, but the late Rush R. 
Sloane of Sandusky said it was 
really first applied to the system 
by a slave owner himself when in 
pursuit of a runaway slave by the 
name of Tice Davids at Ripley. 
O., long a terminus of such a 
route. 

Tice lived for some time near 
Sandusky and finally moved on 
into Canada. He said that he was 
so closely pursued by his master 
when he reached the Ohio River 
that he was forced to jump into 
the river and try to swim to the 
Ohio side. In this he was success- 
ful, but his pursuer, securing a 
skiff, followed him closely and 
saw him secramble out of the 
water and run for cover; but he 
never heard of him again.

pany’s pite near Herrin and 
wounded some of the men. No 
special notice was taken of the 
incident by the authorities. A 
minor official of the State govern- 
ment Was sent to observe condi- 
tions. 

The next afternoon a mob of 
six thousand miners advanced 
it and engaged in 
an assault, in the course of which 
it killed more than a score of 


workers. Still the local authori- |- 


ties took no action, and Gov. Small 
waited until midnight before he 
mobilized a small detachment of 
militia, only to hold it in readi- 
ness. It was the tragedy of Her-- 
rin and the shame of Illinois. 
Now observe the recent poten- 
tially similar situation at Hilis- 
boro, III. There, on the morning 
of August 9, a strike of workers 
at the plant of the American 
Zinc Company started a _ riot, 
which resulted in the shooting of 
one man and the severe beating of 
several others. Passion and bit- 
terness were at fever heat. If 
allowed to take their course they 
would have contained all the pos- 
sibilities of the Herrin outrage. 
But Hillsboro citizens called a 
conference, urged the reopening ot 
the plant, and asked for State 
troops to protect the workers. State 
troops were mobilized and moved 
to the scene promptly. Their ap- 
pearance instantly calmed the pas- 
sions of the strikers. Today the 
plant is running, the workers are 
safe, the town’s prosperity is main- 
tained, its reputation is saved, and 


the State's name protected. 
Hillsboro learned a lesson 
from Herrin. It Was a sad and 


painful way in which to learn, and. 
perhaps after all that score of 
mutilated men at Herrin did not 
die in vain.—[{From the Chicago 
Tribune.

So that the public might see that 
no deceit was being practiced upon 
it, the inventor always opened the 
apparatus to demonstrate that no 
person was concealed within. The 
automaton, however, was no mir- 
acle, for the stand on which it 
rested was, as a matter of fact, 
inhabited.“ Whenever it was 
opened to prove to the onlookers 
that it was empty its occupant 
slipped into another hidden com- 
partment ingeniously devised. The 
windew, which gave the spectators 
a glimpse of the machinery, per- 
mitted the concealed manipulator 
to see the chessboard and the pul- 
leys by which he moved the arms 
and fingers of the Turk. 

For a long time Mouret was the 

indispensable genius of the ma- 
chine, and it was he who could 
boast of having mystified Na- 
poleon himself.

of the country into a national 
home for the Jewish people. 

People of the towns are obsessed 
with it; that is, those who take 
note of public affairs. As for the 
country people, the real bearers 
and sufferers, they are too busy 
scraping a living from their rocky 
fields to pay any immediate atten- 
tion to this subject. 

These Palestinians of the feldes 
and mountains are patient, od- 
ding and uniettered. They know 
no comforts, read no newspapers. 
They simply know that their fore- 
fathers plowdd these same ter- 

plots of ground and they 
must do the same. 

In my last articie I ve the 
Zioniets’ side of the situation from 
the ~~ of a distinguished Jew. 
Here I shall give the Arabs’ side 
from the mouth of an Arab of the 
most distinguished tribe in Pales- 
tine. He is educated and traveled. 
He has visited the United States 
twice. He tells his story directly. 

“Great Britain has broken her

AIDED BRITISH AGAINST TURK 

“The Turks had deen hard mas- 
ters in Palestine for centuries. We 
went to the British and offered 


our services against the Turks if 
they in return would. after the 
war, free us from the Turkish 
yoke and give us self-determina- 
tien: choice of our own govern- 
ment. |

“For generations the Arabs and 
the Jews of Palestine have lived 
together without serious trouble.

Millions of ‘pople imagine. as 
I have discovered in my travels, 
that the Turk and the Arab are 
one: that there is no difference 
between us, in race, history or 
achievements. It is a grievous er- 
ror. The only point in common 
is that we are, in the main, Mon- 
lems; Turk and Arab alike. 

„it was not until Great Britain 
put a Jew. as High Commissioner, 
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over our land and filled many of 
the high positions with Jews, that 
the extent of the deception prac- 
ticed upon us became apparent. 


RESENTS OPPRESSION BY JEW 
“We do not object to Jews hold- 
lug these exalted positions. Tt is 
because they are using the power 
vested in them to oppress us. 
“The war left Palestine deso- 


late. Two years ago, however, we 
had an opportunity partly to re- 
trieve ourselves. There was 4 
great wheat crop in Palestine. At 
the same time there was scarcity 
of wheat in Egypt. Prices rose, 
and the outlook was bright for our 
farmers. 

“Suddenly the government, un- 
der Sir Herbert Samuels. 
an order that no wheat was to be 
exported. It were vain for us to 
point out that ruin awaited us. 

“No wheat was exported. Much 
of it rotted or spoiled. 

“The British government in 
Palesfine today is a Jewish gov- 
ernment. It is dominated by Jews. 
It is the most oppressive we have 
ever known. The people are 
eager for a return of the Turk. 


| We at least had some chance un-

“Then we paid the tithe, or 10° 
per cent, as taxes. The British 
government under its mandate has 
raised it first to 12%. then to 15 
per cent.

The government made the 
discrimination just the same, 
though the roads, indifferently 
built by this labor, are now almost 
impassable. 
he best evidence of the par- 
tiality of the Jewish officials 
in control of Palestine is that they 
are sequestrating uncultivated 
lands—idie because the owners 
cannot afford to cultivate them— 
and giving them to the incoming 
Zionists. 

“The most terrifying feature of 
this situation is that the Jews 
who are coming into Palestine are 
the most objectionable. ec me 
mostly from Hungary, oland, 
Russia and Rumania. They ap- 
parently regard Palestine as a 
place where they can exploit their 
Communistic views. Several of 
these Bolshevist leaders have been 
expelled by the Zionists themselves. 

“There are very few immigrants 
from the United States and f w- 
er still from England. Palestine 
will, unless something is done to 
halt it. become a Bolshevist- 
Communist community. constantly

Internationally the Jaworzyna 
problem has cropped up again an“ 
again since 1919. There have been 
a succession of conventions and 
agreements and several missions 
have struggied with the facts and 
claims. But it is still necessary 
for the peasants to have a Czech 
visa to take their cows to pasture. 
The Council of Ambassadors were 
informed of the problem, but they 
forwarded the documents on to the 
League of Nations. 


Viewed from a distance the Ja- 
worzyna problem seems trivial. The 
territory in dispute is a valley in 
the northern Tara Mountainy 
about ten miles long and not more 
than five miles wide at any point. 
Six-sevenths of it is scenery and 
invigorating mountain air; the re- 
maining seventh is either pasture 
or tillable land. 

But today, after touring the dis- 
trict, and after viewing the hard- 
won flelds with their scanty crops 
of oats and potatoes and cabbage, 
it is hard to avoid a feeling of bit- 
terness. The fate of the people of 
Jaworzyna seems like a plaything 
in the hands of statesmen, and 
they are playing a game with po- 
litical prestige as the prize. 

Jaworzyna, the Czech village in 
the valley. consists of two score 
houses and a pulp mill, now idle 
largely because of the technical 
difficulties attending the transpor- 
tation of pulp or wood across the 
new border. Jurgow, the Polish 
village of the district, lies eight 
miles away, across the shallow dry 
ditch that marks the Jine between 
Czecho-Slovakia and oland. 

Jurgow folks are accustomed to 
being interviewed. Indeed one 
whimsical old fellow, who is phil- 
osophically pleasant despite the 
difficulties of his townsfolk, com- 
plained that he had worn out hig 
best suit donning it to meet dis- 
tinguished in commis- 
sions.
